Tke News. 

A eummiry of re porta from 
the cotton sections give promise 
of the greatest crop for yearn. 

Judge James Garland, believed 
to be the oldest judge in the 
worl'l, died at his home in 
Lynchburg, Va. T on Saturday 
night. 

A tremendous cyclone visited 
centra,! New York last week. 
Great damage was done to prop- 
erty .and many houses were blown 
down. 

It is rather singular that there 
should have been over 1,300 em- 
igrants from far oft Australia to 
the United States during the 
last year. 

The Prohibition Bill has 
passed the Senate of Georgia by 
an overwhelming majority. This 
practically assures total prohibi- 
tion in that State. 

Reports continue of a great 
massing of Russian troops at 
Herat, Afghanistan, and the long 
threat of war between Russia 
aud England still continues. 

The Volcano of Cutopaxi is 
again in aetateof eruption. Up 
to July 23d one hundred houses 
had been destroyed by the lava, 
but no lose of lite is reported. 

The Young Men's Christian 
Association work is being ex- 
tended throughout the South. 
At Columbus, Ga., an association 
has just been organized with 90 
members. 

It is said that 955 farms iu 
Iowa are owned by women, and 
that twenty dairy farms are 
managed by women. There are 
125 women physicians and five 
women attorueys-at-law in the 
State. 

El Mahdi's death occurred on 
the 20th of June. He was ill 
but two days. There were no 
doctors present at the time. His 
request was that his successor 
should continue, to wage war 
with the Christiana.

While at PsnMi({, writes a ooneepon- 
dent of an exchange my glwm driver 
tooke me to mo a Oliioeso popper plan- 
tation. Pepper is a verj profitable crop. 
The rine begins to bear in three or four 
years after the cuttings hate been 
planted, and yield* two crops aqtuinllj 
for about thirteen yean. It is an East 
Indian plant, rather pretty, bat of ram- 
bling and untidy growth, a o limber, 
with smooth, soft stems, ten or twelva 
feet long, and tough, broadlj ovate 
leaves. It is supported mneti as hops 
are. When the berries on a spike begin 
to torn red they are gathered, as they 
loee pongenoy if they are allowed to 
ripen. They are placed on mats, and 
are either trodden with the feet or 
rubbed by the hands to scpnrnte them 
from the spike, after which they &nt 
cleaned by winnowing. Black pepper 
consists of such berries wrinkled aud 
blaeked in the process of drying, and 
white pepper of similar berries (rood 
from the akin aud the Hcsliy part of the 
fruit by being soaked in water and 
then rubbed.
